My dear Sir Robert: 


The food situation in Great Britain and the allied 
countries in Europe is so serious that both the Federal and Pro- 
vincial Governments are making special efforts to increase pro- 
duction and provide labour for the farms. The Organization of 
Resources Committee is planning to form a branch in Toronto to 
promote the work of greater food production and conservation 
throughout the city, and to enlist farm labour. Last year the 
Board of Trade carried out this work through tl War Production 
Club, which acted in co-meration with the Committee. 


Both the Committee and the Board of Trade feel, however, 
that this year the work should be organized along broader lines. To 
this end we are inviting the City Council, the educational institu- 
tions and a number of the business men's clubs to name representa- 
tives to attend a meeting to be held in Committee Room No. 2, City 
Hall, at 4 p.m. on Friday, March 8th, at which plans of organization 
may be discussed, and a programme for the work of 1918 outlined. 


I should be glad if you would arrange to be present, and 
also if you would appoint say, three other representatives of the 
University of Toronto, who would attend this meeting. In view of 
the splendid work which Professors Parkes, Thompson and Walker did 
for the Committee last year, they would be especially helpful. I 
should be glad if you would let me know at the earliest possible 
moment, either by letter or telephone, just what you do in this matter. 


I am writing to the individual colleges, asking them also 
to appoint representatives.
